oui. children dependent on them are 
liable for military service. 
Ireland is excluded from the terms 


of the measure.

London, Jan. 4.— (Delayed)—The 


survivors of the British 
steamship 


Persia which was torpedoed in the 
Mediterranean last Thursday reach- 
ed Alexandria, Egypt, according to 
the account sent by Reuters corres- 
pondent, all bearing traces of shock 
and hardship. 
Most of them 
had 


been badly bruised and bandaged. 


One woman is in a hospital with 


a broken leg. The tragedy was en- 
acted so rapidly, the survivors say 
they hardly realized what happened, 
consequently they had little to tell. 
The passengers were sitting quietly 
at luncheon, every one in good hu- 
mor and an atmosphere of gaiety 
prevailing. Five minutes later those 
who escaped were in boats or cling- 
ing to wreckage and the luxurious 
liner was completely gone. 


It was possible to launch 
boats 


only on one side of the ship and only 
prompt action by officers and crew 
enabled them to launch four boata. 
All passengers praise the coolness 
and quickness of the crew. 


One young woman described her 


experience! M follows:

"I was just sitting down at 
the 


table when the explosion occurred. 
I ran at once to my cabin for a life 
preserver and twice 
was thrown 


down in the passage 'by the rocking 
of the ship, i got to my cabin, 
snatched a life belt and rushed to the 
deck. 
I had the utmost difficulty 


in keeping my footing and was again 
thrown down. As I reached th* 
deck, the liner lurched heavily and 
I fell. 
Although badly shaken and

borhood, and after the bridge fell they 
ormed a new company, and another 
'bain bridge wap constructed In.April, 
1811, 
but this new bridge in turn gave 


way in 1816.. White & Hazard then 
iwung a wire suspension bridge across 
be river from an upper window of 
heir factory to some large trees on 
he west bank, steps leading from the 
j-ees to tbe ground. 
This primitive 


>ridge structure was Intended for foot 
passengers only, and but eight persons 
were allowed to go upon the footway 
at one time. The bridge Is said to have 
cost $125.—-Exchange. 


Career of the Levelere. 


Levelers first appeared In Germany. 


Two men, Munzer and Storck, taught 
that distinctions of rank violate tbe 
rights of mankind. Tbis was In tbe 
sixteenth century. At tbe head of 40,- 
000 men Munzer commanded the sov- 
relgn princes of Germany and tbe 
magistrates of titles to resign. His 
'ollowers ravaged tbe country until 
one of the German overlords defeated 
hem in battle. Their leader was be- 
headed. 


A party of Levelers appeared in 
ngland in 1647, where they became 
jowerful in parliament. 
They deter- 


mined to level all ranks and establish 
an equality of titles and estates 
throughout the kingdom. About this 
ime Cromwell departed for Ireland. 
The Levelers raised mutinies in vari- 
ous quarters. Cromwell put.them down 
:n 1049 and imprisoned their leader. 


A party of Levelers appeared in Eng- 
and during the French revolution. A 
'loyal association" was formed against 
hem, 
and then* efforts brought no re- 


sults.—Kansas City Star.

Twelfth Century Football. 


In the twelfth century football was 


a game for the streets. The chron- 
icler of that period tells how after din- 
ner the city youths "addressed them- 
selves to football" and how the schol- 
ars of each school and the apprentices 
of particular trades would each have 
their peculiar ball. There were spec- 
tators, too, in those days, enthusiastic 
spectators. Fathers would come to 
watch their sons and "become as 
youthful as the youngest, their natural 
heat seeming to be revived at the sight 
of so'much ability." 


In later years there was a famous 


ball game played in Hyde park. In 
1654, then-, "there was a hurling of a 
great ball by fifty Cornish gentlemen 
on one side and fifty on the other; one 
party played in red caps, the other In 
white." And—here the historical value 
of the contest—Cromwell was a spec- 
tator and applauded the "great ability 
of body" displayed. 


Sulphuric Acid Burns. 


Burns from sulphuric acid are easily 


cured. Just remember that plain wa- 
ter—lots of it—must be poured on the 
victim of a sulphuric acid accident at 
once, even to throwing the party into 
the water If possible. This acid on 
the skin feels like fire. With water 
quickly applied in great quantity this 
acid Is rendered harmless. Men have 
been burned with It repeatedly with- 
out harm through a knowledge of this 
proper antidote. If not treated prompt- 
ly the most horrible disfigurements re- 
sult. The police department of Paris 
exhibits wax figures of faces of vic- 
tims of the foreign practice of throw- 
ing this acid in one's face. A prompt 
treatment of water would have ren- 
dered the acid harmless.

wanted in Corbin for defrauding the 
officer sent to arrest him, out of sev- 
eral hundred dollars on a deal in St. 
Paul several months ago. 


Tragedy 
figured in the 
story 


throughout. 
The officer who came 


for the man and who was defraud- 
ed, was called to St. 
Paul by the 


serious injury of his son in an au- 
tomobile 
accident 
while racing. 


There he met Clarence B. Newell, 
who said he was a friend of the son. 
The officer had dealings with Newell 
in which it is claimed Newell 
de- 


frauded" the officer. 


At Corbin, Ky., the other day, the 


officer saw Smith on the street and 
thought he recognized in him 
the 


man who defrauded him. Before the 
arrest could be made there, 
Smith 


departed for the east and the aid of 
Cincinnati, Columbus and 
Newark 


police officers 
was asked to detain 


Smith. 


When the officer arrived last night 


he was soon convinced of his mis- 
take but declared that Newell and 
Smith resembled one another enough 
to be brothers. 
Smith was released from custody 


and wept again, but this 
time for 


joy. 
He immediately arranged 
to 


continue his interrupted journey to 
New York.

With- 
in these cones lie fertile seeds wait- 
tog for nature to set them free. The 
flery whirlwind sweeps by. and In a 
few hours the brown bits of tissue- 
like seeds silently climb out of their 
sheltering homes and make a flight 
to the earth. Being exceedingly light, 
thousands are sometimes blown for 
miles. An earth cleaned for their re- 
ception la found by tbe germs of new 
woods life.

Fun Eating Cattle. 


Tbe use of fish as food for cattle is 


an Idea more novel than agreeable. 
According to Nature, however, It is a 
common practice in various parts of 
he world. In Shetland and Iceland 
he farmers feed dry salt fish to cat- 
tle, sheep and even to horses. Cecil 
Wood, describing experiments of this 
nature, mentions that certain special 
•attic, kept for display at the village 
festivals in Nandyal, In India, are fed 
witb mutton and adds that it is a fair- 
y common practice to make use of 
Bandicoots by pounding them in a mor- 
tar and feeding them to cattle. In 
Mr. Wood's experiments two lots of 
heifers were fed on dried fish diet and 
normal diet respectively. 


The animals took a little time to get 


used to the fish, but they ate it readily 
enough. At the end of six months the 
fibh fed heifera showed an average in- 
crease in weight of fifty-four pounds 
as against seventy pounds for the 
normally fed animals.

could afford to have a course of treat- 
ment in a beauty parlor I might do 
something for my appearanre." She 
needed to be told that the daily bath, 
plain, nonpoisonous food, eight hours 
of sleep every night, a daily walk, 
sensible clothing and really good bool>.3 
would do more for her attractiveness 
than any beauty parlor could possiblv 
do, writes Dr. Maude Kent in Good 
Health.

The split Infinitive is the term used 


to designate the infinitive form of the 
verb that generally begins with the 
preposition "to," when separated by a 
qualifying adverb or phrase, as in the 
following: "To briefly designate," "to 
readily understand," "to suddenly and 
completely change front," "he knew 
not which to most admire," "to sweet- 
ly sing,"* "to humbly walk." This use 
is held by literary critics and gram- 
matical purists to be highly Improper, 
but it occurs abundantly in English 
literature, from the time of Shake- 
speare to the present day.

ery standard author is guilty of it, and 
It Is very general in popular speech, 
The splitting of the infinitive is often 
dictated by a sense of rhythm, the 
placing of the qualifying adverb after 
the verb and before the weak adjunct 
or object which follows the verb re- 
sulting often in disharmony of rhythm 
or ettwtg

Constantine, in an interview today 
with the correspondent of The Asso-

ki, December 30. 
"The bombardment and the reply 


of the fleets anchored in the roads 
of Saloniki," said the prince, 
was 


one of the most extraordinary sights 
imaginable. I was ridini? back from 
the morning's work with my

ment about ten-thirtv when I was 
startled by a deafening 
explosion 


soms 'i00 yards 
away.

cloud of black smoke arose, followed 
shortly by three more explosions at 
regular intervals. 
Then came the 


rocket-like sound of a shell passing 
through the air, evidently fired by 
one of the warships in the harbor.
